As the 
vouchers, numbers and orders were all 
regular the Deoatur and other postoffioes 
victimized in the fame manner, could not 
do otherwise in the absence of cause for 
suspicion, than fork over the cash. Post- 
master Lytle has telegraphed full partic- 
ulars of the methods used here to get the 
money, and he has got credit at Wash- 
ington for the full amount. 
Government 


officials are after the Lewiston man and 
will doubtless recover most of the money, 
and send him to the penitentiary for a 
long term.
